- What's broken(if things are partially working but certain buttons/controls/ etc. don't work 
yet..) 

1 . Table sorting has some bugs. 

2. Cells in SNMP related columns that are editable are editable in the main table and 
shouldn't be. Editing cells this way 

causes erratic behavior. 

3. The Apply button is enabled on changes to the table's data. Unfortunately, this 
happens when the table is initially populated. 

4. Not all SNMP data types have editing and rendering support yet. This means that 
values displayed in the table may appear as raw values. 

N. Possibly a host of other issues that I'll need feedback on. How many MIB objects are 
there in the universe? The absolute maximum number of SNMP requests that can be 
generated by a table is the size of a java int. That's around 4 billion, which is substantially 
more than the number of requests that can probably be implemented. I'm sure there's all 
sorts of timing issues that need resolution.
